* Date 803 A.D. 

The oldest bell in-North América— 
or in cither of the Americas—is in the 
rectary of the snjall village of East 
Haddam, Conn., which stands a few 
yards from: the famous. schoolhouse 
of Nathan Hale. The bell bears the 
date, “A.D. 803,” and it is believed it 
was taken from an ancient Spanish 
monastery. The bell probably came 
to Amcrica as.part of a Ship's ballast, 
or as junk. - At any rate, this parti- 
cular bel! was purchased from a junk 
yards and presented to the churgh. 
The age of ‘the bell, however, is 
doubtful. It is of bronze, gnd.of a 
greenish color. It is not cracked, 
and will still resound when struck, 
but it is not*now used, _ There is lit- 
tle doubt, however, that this bell is 
the oldest in this continent, and that 
it was the first bell to ring over the 
waters of the new werld from the 
belfry of one of the fifst churches 
built on these shores.

Nearly all of the so-called ghiten 
flours Offered to the public are not 
made from gluten. Sueh is the frank 
statement made by. Dr. C. E. Saun- 
ders, the Dominion Cerealist, in a bul- 
Ietin entitled “Wheat, Flour -and 
Bread,” recently issucd by the Exper- 
imental Farms Branch at Ottawa. 
The named used, says Dr. Saunders, 
is entirely misleading, as these flours 
often. contain a high percentage of 
starch and are “quite “imsuitable. for 
Wiabetic paticnts. Asa rule the glut- 
en flours offered for sale are practi- 


cally identical’ with the whole wheat} 


and graham flours. Gentine gliten 
flour, which is made by washing the 
starch out of Wheaten flour and then 
drying and grinding, is extremely ex- 
pensive. Gluten bread has no tesem- 
blance to ordinary bread and as a.sub- 
stitute for. such is an impossibility. 
Rather less than 50 per cent. of gen- 
uine gluten flour can be mixed with 
ordinary flour, and bread of medium 
quality be made. . Gluten flour can 
also be used in the production of pan- 
cakes, biscuits and other. products 
provided it be mixed with ordirary 
flour, fine shorts of ground nuts, to- 
gether With cggs, milk, baking pow- 
der, etc.’ There is, however, no pos- 
sibility, of producing any form of 
palatable bread, biscuit or cake with 
a very large proportion: of pure glut- 
en flour,’ Dr. Saunders suggests that 
physicians would be well. advised to 
take cognizance of these facts and not 
to expect their patients to purchase 
what is unpurchasable or to eat what 
ig inedible. - The bulletin, it might be 
remarked,- goes thokoughly into its 
subject, treating it in all its phases.

On that 
expedition, which covered .twd ycars, 
he returned by the Barren Ground. 
In the years 1825-1827, he made a 
second overland journey, or inland 
voyage as the term ‘is now. Both 
expeditions, fruitful in discovery, 
were well rewarded by the nation, 
Between 1829 and 1845 when he 
sailed on the last fateful voyage, 
‘Franklin. won distinction in the 
Mediterranean and in the South Seas, 
but he was ready and eager for the 
new adventure By Arctic ice and 
water, and when the First Lord of 
the Admiralty reminded him that he 


was sixty years old, the explorer re- 


plied: “No, no, my lord, only fifty: 
nine.” Though the whole expedition 
was to end tragically, the evidence 
is that the noble adventurer gaw the 
‘northwest -passage though he never 
entered. it. ag to! 

Between 1847 and 1857 some forty- 
nine expeditions sailed in search of 
the “Erebus” and the “Terror,” many 
of them financed by voluntary con- 
tributions. Lady Franklin spent her 
whole fortune in the search, The 
expedition of 1851, in,the schooner 
Albert, commanded by Captain Ken- 
nedy, with Lieut. Bellot, of the 
Erench navy as second, was Lady 
Franklin’s private venture; and it 
was the “Prince Albert” that brought 
home the first traces of ‘the missing 
ships, consisting of scattered articles 
found on Beechey Island by the cap- 
tain of another ships. The notable 
geographical discoveries made by the 
“Price Albert” were Bellot Straits 
and the northernmost point of land 
in North America which navigators 
had been secking for centuries. 

Captain Kennedy,. who was born at 
Fort Cumberland, returned to the 
Northwest and spent the last forty 
years of his life at St. Andrew's on 
the Red River. A few years ago, the 
women’s Canadian Club placed a 
tablet to his memory in the old stone 
church at St. Andrew’s, built in 1848. 
The tablet was -unyciled by ° Sir 
Ernest Shackleton, ‘ 

Like Captain Kennedy, Richard 
Tether was a volunteer, but in a 
later searching expedition he had 
been an able séaman and had spent 
boyhood and manhood in northern 
waters. Like Captain Kennedy, he 
“slipped his anchor,” but not at sea. 
Such men, says his memorialist in’ a 
London journal, “are the salt of our 
race.” We had abundant proof of 
that salt, as great prdof as all his- 
tory affords, during’the war. Itisa

it has put dynamic into the very 
word, sea.

New Gallipoli Incident Told 


“Bit ot War Hi 
An Interesting Bit of War History 
’ Concerning the Evacuation. 

Lord Northcliffe recently revealed 
an interesting bit of war history con 
‘cerning the evacuation of Gallipoli. 
The hero of the story was Keith Mur- 
doch, an Australian journalist, who is 
returning home to become editor of 
the Melbourne Herald, and the occa- 
sion of the telling of . it was a 
lyncheon given°to Murdoch by tlie 
Times. 

“Tt is an open secret,” said Lord 
‘Northcliffe in proposing Mr. Mur- 
doch’s health, “that it was due to 
his initiative that the Australians and 
the rest were remogyed from Gallipoli. 

Coming to Burodpe for. the first time 
he went.to Gallipoli peninsula and for 
the first time the truth was revealed. 
. “He brought a despatch, a very 
terrible despatch which I believt was 
intended to be sent to Australia. He 
showed that despatch to me and I sug- 


gested that the time which. would be 
spent in carrying that ghastly record}. 
to the Antipodes could be better | 
used for the purpose of immediate ac- 
tion, 

“T asked him to tdke it to Lloyd 
George and one of the finest. pieces 
of work the Prime Minister did in 
the war was to circulate the docu- 
ment to’the whole .cabinet, which 
then constituted twenty persons. 
As a result of Keith Murdoch's dis- 
patch immediate action was taken 
and that terrible ‘story was con- 
cluded.” \

- Sir William-Pope, president of the 
Society of Chemical Industry, at the 
convention in Montreal, spoke on 
“Gas Warfare,” and said that at the 
time of “the armistice: materials had 
been found against which respirators 
were of no avail. Sir William .charg-

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Home Bread Making 


Seegentibns as to A. Requigehbats to 
Secure the Best. Results.. 

Bread-making is an art not nearly |. 
so exténsively practiced in the houseé- 
hold. as in bygone days. In urban 
districts it is so little practiced that 
home-made bread has come to be re- 
garded as a luxury. The reason is 
not far to seck. Trouble-is aydided, 
and professionat. bakers turn out an 
article of good quality generally, and 
at a price little in excess of what-the 
cost wotld be if made by the house- 
wife or the cook. And then the baker 
has facilities that the housekeeper has 
not. For instance, one of thg main 
difficulties encountered when bread is 
being made in the home is the lack of 
a place where the dough can be kept 
at suitable and even temperature 
throughout the whole period of fer- 
mentation. Relative fo this fact, Dr. 
C. E. Saunders, the Dominion Cereal- 
{st,-in a bulletin recently issued at Ot- 
tawa on “Wheat, Flour and Bread,” 
says that where bread is made very 
often it would be advisable to con- 
struct a special fermenting box or 
cupboard, where the temperature can 


degrees. Once the process of fer- 
mentation, has started the dough must 
not be allowed to become either chill- 
ed or overheated. A little butter, 
lard or other shorténing reduces the 
toughness without detracting from, the 
flavor. ~Sugar should be used'in great 
moderation. .
